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PREFACE to the PSALMS. 


HAT all the Pſalms of David, however 
excellent and admirable in themſelves, are 
not calculated to be ſung in Chriſtian Onga_e 
tions, is univerſally allowed; and indeed, it has: 
been a matter of great uneaſineſs and complaint, 
that fo pleaſing a part of divine worſhip as the 
Singing, has been, and is frequently rendered fo 
very. unedifying, not to ſay diſguſting, by the: 
badneſs of our Old Verſion of the Pſalms, and by 
the Clerks? injudicious ſelection of portions from 
the New, where that Verſion is uſed. | 


It is certainly to be-wiſhed, and we may hope 
the time will come, that by the permiſſion of: 
our ſpiritual Governors, ſuch a ſet of Pſalms and 
Hymns ſhall be ſet forth, and allowed by authority, to 
be ſung in Churches and Chapels, as ſhall not only 
be adapted ta all the purpoſes of ChriſtianFaith and- 
worſhip, but alſo be recommended by ſuch tunes, 
as will render the Pſalmody of the Church of Eng- 
land at leaſt equal to that of any other. That it 
is at preſent greatly inferior to almoſt every other, 
we muſt with ſhame confeſs. It certainly would be 
a good and laudable work to effect a reformation 
in it: there is nothing more enlivening or en- 
chanting than good ſacred muſic, and nothing 
more warms and elevates the heart, than to unite; 
with a large congregation in chearful and well 
adapted ſongs of praiſe : nor does it ſeem to admit 
a doubt, that our modern Sectaries owe much to 
the manner wherein they perform this duty.

the P/alms, which on his departure from England, 


he left in my hands for publication; and which I 
find ſo judiciouſly executed, that I wiſh to intro- 
duce it to general uſe. He has made ſome flight 
alterations in the Verſion ; but whoever will be 
at the pains to compare what he has done, with the 
Verſion itſelf, will immediately be convinced of 
the goodneſs of his taſte, and the ſoundneſs of his 


Judgement. | 


Mr Weodmaſen has alſo made a collection of 


Hymns, for “ the ſeveral Sundays and Feſtivals of 


the Year; for the Sacrament, and other Public 
Solemnities, a work much wanted in our Church, 
and which may ſerve very good purpoſes, if our 
ſpiritual Governors at any time ſhall think proper 
to give ſuch a collection by authority, as is the 
general wiſh of every ſerious Chriſtian that I have 
ever converſed with. Theſe Hymns may be had 
either bound with the Abridgement cf the Pſalms, 


or ſeparate ; and I cannot but perſuade myſelf. 


. that they will prove extremely acceptable to the 
ſerious reader. 


That the New Verſion of the Pſalms is infinitely 
preferable to the Old, no reader of taſte can 


doubt a moment. Indeed the latter is fo com- 
pleatly deſpicable, not to ſay abſurd, in a variety 


of places, that one cannot but wonder at the pati- 
ence of thoſe who can bear the repetition of it. 
The purpoſe of Pſalmody is to elevate the heart to 
God; for which, tho' the Old Verſion is little cal- 


culated, it muſt yet be allowed, that there are 
many 
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many portions of the New, well adapted to 
anſwer this end, if they be ſung in a lively, ſpi- 
rited, and devout manner, the whole congregation 
uniting with fervour and ſincerity. For certainly 
the duty is of general concernment: and of ail 
the abſard modes of ſinging, that certainly is the 
moſt abiurd, which ſeparates a part of the con- 
gregation to this office, and forms a kind of choir, 
linging as they call it, in parts, generally in a harth 
ard diſlorant manner, and always to the offence of 
every man, who rightly conſiders the true end of 
praiſing God by Pfſaims and Hymns in the great 
congregation. But there is the leſs need to ſay 
much of this practice, as it is, I think, very rare in 
the churches of the metropolis; and we may hope 
when Pſalmody is a little more improved, that it 


will be totally diſuſed in thoſe of the country. 


It will give me great pleaſure, if the preſent 
work ſhall at all conduce to ſo deſirable an end; 
and | could wiſh that the mode of ſinging at 
CHARLOTTE-SRREET CHAPEL, might be ſuch, 
as to be found worthy of imitation ; at leaſt J 
will do my part to make it ſuch. I have taken 
great pains to appoint ſuch a Clerk as may lead 
this part of the duty with propriety : I will direct 
him to the uſe of ſuch tunes as are moſt generally 
acceptable : and for the reft, 1t will be with the 
pm + ip Aprons who, I hope, will conſider Pſal- 
mody as a real and delightfu! part of duty, and 
in this view unite in it with chearfulneſs and ſin- 
cerity ; /inging with the ſpirit, and with the under- 
fanding, and making melody in their hearts to the 
Lerd.
